Manifest Destiny: 

Spirit of the American West Comes to Taylor

The spirit of the American West is 
alive and well at Taylor University 
From August 22 to October 5, 60 
pieces of the Leland and LaRita 
Boren Collection of Western Art were 
featured in the Metcalf Gallery They 
are accompanied by a lecture series 
on the United States’ wild west. 

The lecture series began with 
a presentation and reception on 
September 11 featuring James Nottage, 
the vice president and chief curatorial 
officer at the Eiteljorg Museum in 
Indianapolis, IN. 

“The idea of manifest destiny is 
what made the American West,” 
Nottage said during his lecture. 
American settlers believed they 
were destined to move westward. 

He focused on the explanation of 
different pieces, both belonging to the 
Boren collection and to the Western 
genre. 

The collection features many 


different types of art, including 
oil, watercolor, pastel, and mixed 
media. Influenced by their childhood 
experiences in Indiana and Oklahoma, 
the Borens decided to begin their 
collection in 1971. Their first painting 
was “A Pause that Refreshes” by Joe 
Beeler. 

Today there are more than 405 pieces 
in the entire collection that is, according 
to Nottage, not so much a document 
from the past but rather an interpretation 
of another time. 

Viewing the collection takes you back 
to the exploration of the American West, 
where cowboys, cattle, mountains and 
plains, and American Indians were the 
essential parts of the culture. 

Along with Joe Beeler, other artists 
featured in the exhibit include Lajos 
Marlcos, Chuck DeHaan, William 
Herbert “Buck” Dunton, Juan Dell, 

John Hampton, Bruce Green, and Gary 
Niblett.

F or the first time in Taylor 
history, students embarked on 
a J-term trip to South Africa with 
the Political Science and Economics 
departments. 

On January 3rd, Dr. Nicholas 
Kerton-Johnson, associate professor 
of Political Science and International 
Relations, and Dr. Hadley Mitchell, 
professor of Economics, led a group of 
13 students from Indianapolis to Cape 
Town for 21 days. 

The team stayed in Cape Town for 
a week, traveled up the Eastern Cape, 
and ended in the city of Durban. 

According to Dr. Kerton-Johnson, 
the focus of the trip was to observe 
firsthand the “challenges to a 
transitional democracy.” 

“You can learn about it from a 


textbook, but when you meet the 
people who have been influenced 
by those things and are now 
living through that, it's completely 
different,” said Jennie Messenger, 
senior. 

Throughout the trip, the students 
engaged in a variety of recreational 
activities, including surf skiing, 
hiking, safaris, swimming, and kudu 
poop-spitting, a local game. The 
deeper experiences, however, came 
through personal interactions with 
people. 

For Tyler Amann, sophomore, 
it was inspiring to stay at a game 
farm and learn how the successful 
business is able to thrive and give 
back to the community. 

“I saw a version of my dream in 


real life,” Amann said. “It made 
me really inspired, like this is a 
possibility, this is real life, it can 
happen.” 

Other experiences included 
worshipping with prison inmates, 
staying with families in one- 
room townhouses, spending time 
with orphans, and speaking with 
politicians, businessmen, and church 
leaders. 

Messenger was inspired to apply 
these interactions on a personal level. 

“Each of us have the challenge 
to restore this world that has been 
broken by sin,” she said. “We each 
have a place in that, and thats 
unique for each person.”

The BSU also hosts movie 
nights and discussion groups as 
an opportunity for students to 
ask thought-provoking questions. 
Through these events, the BSU 
celebrates the diversity on campus, 
not simply due to skin color but to 


culture, perspective and experience. 

“We are really involved in what 
we’re all doing.” Jackson said. “It’s not 
just a group of people on their own. 
We really are part of the community.” 

The BSU partners with the other 
intercultural programs on campus.

Any student 
interested in building relationships or 
learning more about these cultures is 
encouraged to join. 

“(The Black Student Union) is an 
organization that promotes black 
community and overall community.”

O n Thursday, April 9, at 4 p.m., 
students, faculty, alumni, 
parents and curious bystanders 
gathered in Rediger chapel. Some 
were bribed by the prospect of free 
Chick-fil-A, but most had come to see 
ceremonial dirt tossed in the air by a 
golden shovel, officially recognizing 
the groundbreaking of the LaRita R. 
Boren Campus Center. 

“Groundbrealcings at Taylor are 
traditional. We’ve done them as long 
as I can remember,” said Joyce Wood, 
groundbreaking coordinator and 
Director of Parent and Community 
Relations. “It’s a time to celebrate that 
a much-needed facility is coming and 
also to honor those people who have 
made it possible.” 


The building will be 49,000 
square feet, providing space for the 
community to mingle, dine and 
attend events. It will be the new 
home for student development 
programs, including the Calling and 
Career Office, Taylor World Outreach 
and Taylor Student Organization. 
Chick-fil-A and the Jumping Bean 
also will be located in the center, 
along with spacious dining areas. 

Projected completion of the 
building is April 2016. However, plans 
have been in progress for decades. 

In the 60s, Milo Rediger’s vision for 
Taylor’s future included this new 
student center. Fundraising for the 
project started when Euler Science 
Cofnplex was dedicated in 2012. 


Nearly $20 million has been 
received or pledged toward the 
construction. For the first time, 
student participation also was 
encouraged. Students had the 
opportunity to donate through the 
Pay It Forward initiative. Any who 
contribute will have a plaque with 
their name placed in the new center. 

The initiative prompted generosity, 
which was a memorable attribute 
of the student center’s namesake, 
LaRita R. Boren. She was known 
for carrying out Taylor’s mission 
and being involved in the school’s 
advancement until her death in 2011. 
The student center will honor her 
memory.
